That section six of article five be
amended, by striking out the sald
soction, and Inserting in place there-
of the following:

Section 6, In the county of Phila-
delphin all the jurisdiction and pow-
érs now vestad In the district courts
pnd courts of common pleas, subject
to such changes as may be made by
this Constitution or by law, shall be
ia Phllandelphin vested in five dis-
tinet and separate courts of egual
and co-ordinate jurisdiction, com-
posed of three judges each. The
sald courts In Phlladelphin shall be
deslgnated respectively as the court
of common pleas number one, nums-
ber two, number three, number four,
and number five, but the number of
sald courts may be by law Incrensed,
from tlme to time, and shall be In
like manner deslgnated by succesalve
pnumbers, The number of judges In
any of sald courts, or in any county
where the establishment of an addi-

In Philadelphia all sults
ghall be Instituted in the sald courts
of common pleas without designating

ceeding two per centum upon such
